Movies, gallery tours, and free special 
events for families are offered every Sunday afternoon and every Wednesday evening, 
when there’s also a free concert. Admission to the Museum is always free; regular 
admission to Benin: Royal Art of Africa, including recorded tour, is normally $6. 

Visitors may pick up free tickets at the Museum box office at any time. Tickets 
are timed for entrance on specific Sundays at half-hour intervals. A recorded tour is 
optional at $1 apiece.
